Liability of Railroad Companiss for Cattle 
Killed on the Track. 

This is an important question to railroad compa- 
nies, and it has been, in most cases, when tried: in 
our'courts, decided—and as. we have always con- 
tended, unjustly decided—against the companies. 
It has appeared to us that, in some cases, when the 
people have got a railroad, which affords them 
many advantages and facilities, and which cannot, 
like a steamboat—if not successful, be transferred 
to some other line—thgy are disposed io exact more 
from it than from apy other association, or interest. 

The. following decision of the supreme court-of 
the State of New York is in accordance with our 
own views, and we commend it to the notice of our 
readers. ae

The public interest in a highway compre- 
hends the. right of every individual to pass 
und repass upon it in person, and with his 
property, at his.own pleasure ; but confers 
no right to use it as a sheep walk or. pasture 
ground for cattle. . Subject to this right of 
passage, and the right to make repairs and 
the like, the soil of a highway, and’ the grags 
and herbage growing thereon arerstill, in the 
strictest sense, private property.

Negligence. is a violation of the objigation 
which enjoins cate and caution in what we 
do, But this duty is relative: and where, it 
has no existence between particular parties, } 
there can.be no such thing as negligence in 
the legal sense of the term. A man is under 
no obligation-to be cautious and circumspect 
towards'a wrong-doer.. A horse straying in
